It's. Bad Day 
For Kidnaper 


JACKSON. Tenn. (AP) — Police are 


searching for an extortionist who kidnaped 
the wife of a Jackson banker, demanded 
S300.000 in ransom and then fled empty- 
handed. 


Police said (hat on two occasions a 


package of $200,00(1 left at an interchange 
on Interstate 40 some 11 miles east of 
Jackson in exchange for .Mrs. Charles 
Arendale was picked up by innocent 
passersby. And Mrs. Arendale escaped. 


Authorities said Mrs. Arendale. wife of 


(he board chairman of (he Jackson Slafe 
Bank, was abducted from her home at 
gunpoint Monday by a man who was 
wearing women's clothing. She was taken 
lo a partially completed house in a nearby 
unfinished subdivision, bound and locked 
in a closet. 


They said the extortionist Ihcn called 


Arendale and told him his wife was a 
prisoner. Arendale called police, who went 


tn Ihe banker's home and found it empty. 


Arendale raised 5200,00(1 of Ihe ransom 


demand when Ihe abductor called a second 
lime and demanded that 5300,000 be left in 
a suitcase al the interchange. 


Police said tbo money was placed as 


directed, only to he picked up by a 
passerby ;md given to police. 


Arendale then received a third call from 


Ihe kidnaper, who said he had not found 
the money anil demanded thai his in- 
structions he followed. 


Again the money was Icfl at the in- 


terchange, only lo he picked up a second 
time by another passerby. 


Mrs. 
Arendale. meanwhile, had freed 


herself from bonds of bells and ribbons. 
She was found wandering in (he subdivi- 
sion by an off-duty policeman, apparently 
unharmed. 


Police said the would-bo extorliunisi 


disappeared, apparently 
in Arendale's 


car.

Cloudy View Of Our 
Beautiful Peninsula 


Michigan's state seal is embossed with 


a few Latin words which translate roughly 
into English as "if you would seek a 
beautiful peninsula, look around you." 


Last week the Boolh Newspapers and 


(heir big brother ally. The Detroit News, 
had a great many people, from Governor 
Milliken on down, in a flap over the 
publication of four supposedly secret 
reports on what the state's leading in- 
dustrialists think of their business en- 
vironment. 


The Greater Detroit Chamber of 


Commerce, the Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce, the Michigan Department of 
Commerce the New Detroit, Inc., be- 
tween them 
polled 54 executives in 


diversified manufacturing plants. 


Their response indicates they regard 


the 
Michigan business climate in 


somewhat the same disdain the Los 
Angelenos think of their air. 


Thirty-one said they would not expand 


in Michigan again, and if they had a 
chance lo start over, 29 declared they 
would not locate in Michigan. 


However, 23 replied they would expand 


and 16 stated they would locate within the 
state. 


Getting into the specifics of this at- 


titudinal survey, here are some 
major 


gripes about 
the 
Michigan 
business 


climate: 16 rated the slate's tax structure 
as strongly negative; 15 feel the attitude 
of government within the state is wrong; 
35 think the workmen's compensation 
system is overloaded against business; 26 
regard unemployment compensation too 
costly in taxes and a racket for its 
beneficiaries; 29 variously rate labor as 
low in productivity, getting too much 
compared lo rates in other states, and 
atu'tudinaily negative. 


The surveys covered plants employing 


from 200 to over 4,000 people, though they 
concentrated on the 200 to 2,000 range. 


The bulk of the critical response cen- 


tered on the Detroit area as many of the 
interviewees raled the atmosphere in Ihe 
smaller, outstate communities to be 
favorable. 


The reaction was quick in coming. 
The Detroit Free Press took a swipe at 


its rival, The News, by pointing out that 
property tax rates in the Chicago area, 
one which many executives consider a 
desirable location, lo be S30 per $1,000 of 
valuation higher than Detroit's and the 
productivity increase to be lower than 
Detroit's. 


Leonard Woodcock, president of the 


Auto 
Workers 
Union, 
called 
the 


publication "scandalously irresponsible" 
and "unscientifically taken." 


Governor Milliken hastened to point 


lhat Detroit area employment increased 


hy HO,000 jobs last year over the survey 
period of 1971 and lhat his State'of the 
Slate message on January 8th emphasizes 
considerable relief for business. 


Spurring the reaction was the timing of 


Ihe publication coming on the heels of 
Federal-Mogul's recent announcement it 
is abandoning its Delroit plant for an 
Alabama site. Though the announcement 
described the planl as too oul of date for 
upgrading, the concessions offered by 
Governor Wallace's version of Milliken's 
Economic Development Commission are 
just too good to resist. 


Woodcock's splenetic response is oc- 


casioned by thoughts of upcoming 
automotive contract negotiations this 
summer. The reports lo him look like a 
foundalion 
being laid to say no at Ihe 


bargaining table. 


If Ihe publication is not the best ad- 


vertising for Michigan, the besl counter 
publicity is not to deny it but to examine it 
rationally for the purpose of righting 
whatever may be wrong. 


In the first place, the reports differ with 


previously aired complaints only in their 
scope. 


About len years ago, 
for example-, 


Chrysler Corporation began to move a 
plant from Detroit to the suburbs because 
of fax assessing politics which were 
listing machinery, equipment and in- 
ventory al 105 per cent of their acquisition 
cost. This short sightedness of the Detroit 
assessor 
unquestionably helped 
to 


promote the 50 per cent ceiling in the 1963 
state constitution. 


Secondly, new business or expansion of 


existent facilities within Michigan has 
moved at a lesser rate than in other 
states, not only the proselyting type such 
as run by George Wallace but in neigh- 
boring, highly industrialized Ohio. 


While taxes and wage structures are not 


the only factors in a business decision and 
frequently are of less importance than 
access to its marketing area, nobody will 
pay more if he can avoid it, including the 
wage earner shopping the supermarkets. 


Finally, we suspect the reports are not 


as secret as they have been made out to 
be. The Michigan climate' has been 
reasonably well sized up by outside 
business people for a long time. 


The Governor obliquely acknowledged 


this state of mind is substantial in his 
January 8th message to the legislature 
calling for easing up on Ihe business tax 
load. 


Where's smoke there has to be a fire of 


some sort. 


Better to bring the matter into the open 


as Booth's Lansing news bureau did and 
try to correct it than to fool ourselves by 
not recognizing what is wrong. 


Permanent DST 


The fuss over daylight saving time, 


which had just about died, may return to 
the, Capitol in Washington this year. 
California 
Rep. 
Craig 
Hosmer 
is 


promoting a bill to keep DST all year, 
instead of starting it in April and ending 
the time change in October. 


Support for the idea is growing in Ihe 


House of Representatives. Rep. Hosmer 
says he has 31 co-sponsors for 
the 


legislation this year, compared to only 14 
who sponsored an unsuccessful attempt 
last year. That is still far short of a 
majority, 
indicating prospects for 


favorable action may not be much better 
in the 93rd Congress. 


Still, proponents have two strong 


arguments working for them this year. 
The energy crunch, which is becoming a 
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major concern, would be eased if an 
hour's extra daylight were added at the 
end of each day. 


Petty thieves and muggers might be 


more reluctant to practice their calling if 
the sun were shining brighter during peak 
pedestrian hours. 


There are offsetting arguments, loo. 


Not the least of them is the dislike many 
mothers would have in sending their 
children off to school in the faint light of a 
prolonged winter morning. 


Weighing the two sides, the heaviest 


selling job still lies with Rep. Hosmer and 
his fellow proponents of year round DST. 
High Living's Fallacy 


A Canadian psychiatrist has a word of 


caution for city planners who see high rise 
apartments as the ultimate in land use for 
the city of tomorrow. 


Dr. 
Daniel 
Cappon says such 


residences can become vertical prisons 
for both children and their parents, and 
the cause of both emotional and social 
disturbances. 


Ideally, adds the man who is mental 


health director in a child guidance clinic 
in Toronto, "high rises should be no more 
than five stories, the height at which a 
mother can still see the face of her 
children in the street." 


Citing a study in Venezuela he con- 


ducted, the Toronto psychiatrist found 
squatters living in squalor happier than 
more affluent urban dwellers. 


When the government attempted to help 


the squatters by moving them to high rise 
apartments, the people became hostile. 
Civilization as it is evolving in some areas 
may not have all the best answers,

It has been said that The 


Declaration of. Independence 
of Our Country was quite la- 
rgely written by 
Thomas 


Jefferson, our third President 
of the United Slates. He was a 
keen observer and a man well 
prepared for the role, which 
was his in the early developme- 
nt of Our Country. 


It is also of some interest lhat 


on June I I , 1807, he wrote the 
following letter lo John Norvell 
from Washington, D.C.: "To 
your request of my opinion of 
tile 
manner 
in 
which 
a 


newspaper 
should be con- 


dueled, so as lo be most useful. 
I 
should 
answer, 
'by 


restraining i! to true facts and 
sound principals only.' Yet I 
fear such a paper would find 
few 
subscribers. 
It 
is 
;i 


melancholy 
iriith, 
that 
a 


suppression of the press could 
no! more completely deprive 
the nation of its benefits, than is 
done 
by 
its 
abandoned 


prostitution 
of 
falsehood. 


Nothing can now be believed 
which is seen in a newspaper. 
Truth itself becomes suspicious 
hy being put into lhat polluted 
vehicle. The real extent of this 
state of misinformation is 
known only to those whose 
siluations 
lo confront 
facts 


within their knowledge with the 
lies of Ihe day. I really look 
with commiseration over Ihe 
great 
body 
of my 
fellow 


citizens. 
who. 
reading 


newspapers, live and die in the 
belief, that they have known 
something of what has been 
passing in the world in their 
time: whereas the accounts 
they have read in newspapers 
are jusl as true a history of any 
other period of the world as of 
Ihe present, except that Ihe 
real names of the day are af- 
fixed lo their fables. General 
facts may indeed be collected 
Irom them such lhat Europe is 
nowal war,'thal Bonaparte has 
been a successful warrior, (hat 
he has subjected a great por- 
lion of Europe to his will, etc., 
etc., hut no details can be relied 
on. I will add, lhat the man who 
never looks into a newspaper is 
better informed than he who 
reads Ihem: inasmuch as he 
who knows nothing is nearer to 
truth than he whose mind is 
filled with falsehoods 
and 


errors. He who reads nothing 
will still learn the great facts, 
and the details arc all false." 


"Perhaps an editor might 


begin a reformation in some 


such way as this. Divide his 
paper into four chapters, 
heading the first. Truths. 
Second. Probabilities. Third. 
Possibilities. Fourth,-Lies. The 
first chapter would he very 
shoij, as it would contain liltle 
more than authentic papers, 
and 
information 
from 
such 


sources, as Ihe editor would be 
willing 
lo 
risk 
his 
own 


reputation for their trulh. The 
second would contain what, 
from a mature consideration of 
all 
circumstances, 
his 


judgment should conclude to be 
probably true. This, however, 
should rather contain loo little 
than loo much. The third and 
fourth should be professedly for 
those readers who would rather 
have lies for Iheir money than 
Ihe blank paper they would 
occupy." 


Had' the newspapers laken 


Ihe advice of Jefferson al that 
time and remained since lo 
follow lhat direction in the 
publication of the papers, for 
Ihe advise and information to 
the American People, one 
wonders jusl what 
changes 


may have been wrought in Ihe 
history of our country' 


Perhaps it is nol loo lale for 


Ihe newspapers to heed such 
advice and al least attempt lo 
tell the people at large the 
truth, lhat we may all vote 
intelligently and thus retain 
some

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U.S. To Reduce Water Flow To Big Lake 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Congressman Edward Hulchinson 


(R-St, Joseph) has announced the federal government lias 
agreed lo take emergency action seeking to lower the high 
water levels of the Great Lakes. 


The Nixon Administration told Hiitchinson it was recom- 


jnending that diversion of water from Lake Superior through 
the St. Mary's river in Ihe Upper Peninsula be significantly 
reduced starting Feb. 1. 


"Cutting down the volume of water, while only a tem- 


porary measure, will provide immediate relief for the liigli 
water problems which have been plaguing us," Congressman 
Hiitchinson said. 


Congressman Hutchinson's office said reduction of the St. 


Mary's river flow could lower Lake Michigan's level by four 


.inches in a year. By also diverting'more water through the 
Illinois river waterway at Chicago, the level of the lake could 
be reduced up to eight inches in one year. 


(Ircat Lakes area congressmen are trying to get approval 


lo allow Illinois to divert this additional waler. 


Lake Superior's level is regulated by the International 


Joint Commission, and any changes in its level must be 
negotiated. Representatives on (lie 1JC have lieen inslructcd 
to take up water diversion with their Canadian counterparts, 
Hulchinson said. 


Federal action came after he and lili congressmen from 


Great Lakes slates asked President Nixon lo take whatever 
steps arc necessary lo cut high water levels. They had asked 


that Ihe U.S. negotiate a change in the amount of water 
Canada coulddiverlinto LakeSupcrior from the Hudson Bay 
watershed, cut the amount of water flowing through the St. 
Mary's river locks into (he lower lakes, and boost the amount 
of water now being diverted into the Chicago Sanitary canal, 
which is regulated by (he Supreme Courl. 


A Detroit newspaper said one of the ways the government 


plans to reduce the water flow out of Lake Superior is to shul 
down power generating plants on the St. Mary's river. 


"The White House told me that Canada already has acted 


to curtail diversions from the Hudson Bay watershed," 
Hulchinson said. "And 1 understand that the International 
Joint Commission plans lo review changing the rule curve for 


Lake Superior" 


By international agreement, Superior's level cannot be 


higher than 602 feet above sea level. 


"The executive branch agrees with us thai Ihe rule curve 


should be changed as soon as possible to regulate Superior as 
part of (he enlire Great Lakes system and not as an isolated 
body of water," Hulchinson said. 


"The While House has expressed the hope (hat a new curve 


could be set by April, when levels on our lower lakes are 
expected to peak." 


Though these measures are temporary, they will "buy us 


lime while we work for permanent solutions to our cyclical 
waler problems," Hulchinson said.

Incident 'Blown Out Of Proportion' 


N-Power Foes Criticized 


JACKSON — A spokesman - 


for Consumers Power Co. today 
said that reports of release, of 
radioaclive material into Lake 
Michigan from the Palisades 
Nuclear 
Power Plant near1 


South Haven had been "blown 
out of proportion." 


Russell C. Youndahl, senior 


vice president for electric 
operations, then accused oppo- 
nents of nuclear 
power of 


having seized on what he called 
a minor lechnical problem at 
the plant lo frighlen the public. 


Youndahl added that 
Ihe 


release earlier this month was 
a normal operating procedure 
approved 
by 
the 
Atomic 


Energy Commission (AKC). 


The plant was shut down Jan. 


Hi when three pinholc leaks 
were discovered in Ihe cooling 
system. 


"We had no problem quickly 


finding the leaks and we knew 
how to plug them," Youndahl 
declared. "There was no major 
release to the lake. When you 
draw the water down, you get 
some normal discharge which 
is less (ban two per cent of the 
limit allowed by Ihe AEC." 


Youndahl said he would 


make no estimate as lo when 
(he planl would be in 
full 


operation again. "Our problem 
now is to be sure of what caused 
the pinhole and run extensive 
tests so that it won't happen 
again." 


Under a procedure approved 


by the AEC, Youndahl said, the 
processing reduces the already 
low radioaclive level even 
further before the waler is 
returned lo Ihc lake. 


The Kalamazoo Gazelle said 


yesterday an AEC spokesman 
apologized for what he said was 
an error leading to a statement 
last week thai(here had been 
an 
accidental 
release of 


radioactive waste into Ihe lake. 


The unidentified spokesman 


acknowledged thai the release 
had not been accidental, ac- 
cording lo the paper. 


The 
AEC 
spokesman 


described 
(he amount 
as 


"extremely small" and said 
the danger was "practically 
nil." 


He said any release at Ihe 


Palisades plant would have 
been planned and that Ihe error 
last week was tlic result of a 
staff member's confusion over 
what type of reactor was built 
inlo the Palisades plant. 


"Thcir's ( I h e company's 


Palisades 
p l a n t ) 
is 
a 


pressurized 
waler reactor," 


the AKC spokesman is reported 


assaying. "Our statement last 
week applied to a boiling water 
reactor." 


"If Ihe leakage had occurred 


as it did at Palisades in a 
boiling water reactor there 
would have been a release of 
radioactive materials lo the 
lake," the AEC spokesman 
said. "That didn't happen at 
Palisades."
